gain. 
Charges to depositors' ac- 


counts at banks in larger cities re- 
flected an increase of 4 per cent 
as compared with August, and 
were 15 per cent above those in 
September last year. 


While moisture conditions were 
greatly improved by rains over 
many sections of the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, there are only a few favored 
localities where the drouth has 
been effectively broken, and addi- 
tional moisture would be benefi- 
cial.

.o the ultimate consumer. 


In most states where it is in 


effect the tax is considered as an 
exnense of doing business and is 
carried on the books as overhead. 
[n some states the tax is applied 
aa an occupational privilege tax. 


In all the states where it is op- 


erative, the retail sales tax Is col. 
ected monthly by the state fi- 
nance department or a special tax 
commission.

are accepted, torn merchant* ha* 


ed on their own bookkeepng sys- 
tems. 


Occasional Audits Made. 


For checking purposes, occaslonel 
isolated 
audits are ordered 
by 


the state and where false returns 
are found, heavy penalties are 
imposed.

that

prices, have already cut their prof- 
its to a minimum and the

the tax, on the other hand, point 
to reduce property taxes as offl- 
setting the sales tax which, they 
callm, Is a more equitable distri- 
bution of taxation.

mission intended that state funds 
should not be used. 


Bills to provide state revenue for

AUSTIN, Oct. 30.—(IP)—After 
days of debate the Texas house 
of representatives 
today 
finally 
passed, with amendments, a sen- 
ate bill to establish the lower Col- 
orado river authority to complete 
and operate a hydro-electric proj- 
ect in the Colorado river. 
The vote was 107 to 6. 
About 15 amendments were at- 
tached to 
the bill in the house. 


One of them was regarded by au- 
thors of the bill as a threat to 
consummation of a PWA loan of 
$4,500,000 to finish . the dam. 
The 
amendment' would make 
water 
rights of the CVA subordinate to 
the rights of cities and individuals 
to draw unlimited quantities of 
water from the river for munici- 
pal, 
domestic and irrigation nur- 
poses. 


Sponsors said they feared that 
unless the provision was modified 
the PWA would consider it too 
great an Infringement on the dis- 
trict's water rights and would re- 
fuse the loan. 
Savage debate marked progress 


of the bill in the house. 
More 
than 34 amendments were flung 
at It from all sides. 
Many of 
them were adopted over strong 
protest of floor leaders for the 
legislation. 


Under the. proposed setup the 
state agency would take over the 
dam, started as an Insull enter- 
prise, and complete it with a PWA 
can and grant.

—Every available police re- 
serve was called out today 
to quell a riot which follow- 
ed an attempt by about 400 
strike agitators, both men 
and women, some commun- 
ists, to halt federal employ- 
ment relief work here by force. 


They were driven back by riot 


squads after about 30 shots were 
fired. 


Two patrolmen were injured, 


one of the agitators was shot 
through the hip, nine were ar- 
rested, a filling station was burn- 
ed and a police car wrecked. 


Pollen finally turned the motor- 


ized mob, riding in a long string 
of cars, out of the city and onto 
a main highway leading to the 
mountains. They were headed to- 
ward Morrison, a small hamlet 
20 miles from Denver. 


The crowd, which started 
to 


picket a work project on South 
Platte river, on the outskirts of 
the city, turned into a howling 
mob when police attempted to ar- 
rest one man who appeared to 
be the leader. 


Headed by a fifer and drum- 


mer and a huge American flag, 
the agitators paraded among the 
workers, grabbing up picks and 
shovels and hurling them into the 
river, police warned them to dip- 
perse. Leaders jeered and

In the 17 states where the sales

DEMOCRRATIC LEADERS PREDICT 
SMASHING ENDORSEMENT OF NEW 


DEAL IN TUESDAY'S ELECTION

Democratic leaders told President 
Roosevelt today that the New 
Deal will receive a smashing en- 
dorsement in next Tuesday's elec- 
tions despite Republican forecasts 
that the G. O. P. will score gains 
in congress.

Republicans disputed a predic-

congress by two-thirds majorities. 
Republican headquarters declined 
to concede any senate losses and 
said they would pick up about 40 
house posts. 


As 1,450 candidates for 432 house 
and 34 senate seats and 33 gov- 
ernorships headed down the final 
stretch, the G. O. P. high com- 
mand charged that the adminis- 
tration is playing politics with re- 
lief. 


It referred to the allotment yes- 


terday of $135,000,000 in November 
relief money, to be divided among 
all states except Maine, which has 
already held its election. 


Relief Funds Used. 


The Republican senatorial-con- 
gressional 
campaign committee 


said "the New Deal administration 
convicts itself of the charge of us- 
ing federal relief funds for politi- 
cal purposes and as a substitute 
for a campaign fund." 


Explaining the allotments, offi- 
cials said Maine's needs or next 
month had not been determined. 
The Republicans noted that the 
allotment, which represents an in- 
crease over the $113,599,490 grant 
for October, was several

ahead of custom and a full week 
in advance of the election. They 


added, "this is the way to reap 
the full political benefit."" 


Chairman Fletcher of the Re- 


publican national committee said 
"No such shameless use of public 
funds to influence elections can be 
found in the most sordid annals 
of our municipal politics." 


Many Qualify to Vote. 


Acute public interest In the New 


Deal's first major test was indi- 
cated when a compilation bv the 
Associated Press showed that 47,- 
959,928 persons have qualified to 
vote. 


For an off-year election, this 


figure is unusually high although 
it is a million less than the record 
registeratlon Inspired by the Roose- 
velt-Hoover contest in 1932. Two 
years ago, 48,962,530 persons quali- 
fied as voters and 39,791,886—a. 
record—cast ballots. 


During off-year elections, 
the 
vote cast usually totals about 70 
per cent of the turnout in the pre- 
vious presidential election. There- 
fore, Democratic and Republican

the tax with the retailer acting as 
an intermediate tax collector for 
the state. 
"Consumer T»x" Opposed. 


The very fact that it is a con- 


sumer tax Is the focal point of the 
opposition to it.

it a "nuisance tax," "inverted in- 
come tax" and "a tax, on proper- 
ty." 
The levy, they 'say. places 


the same tax Burden on rich and 
poor alike; 
it prevents buying; 


and it drives business out of the 
state. 


To this, its friends reply that 


the reduction in other taxes les- 
sens its load and counteracts any 
tendency to drive money across 
state- lines.

The gross sales tax is a tax on 


all sales of manufacturer, whole- 
saler, and retailer.

ents of "double taxation." Its ad- 
vocates counter with the claim 
that it. falls less heavily on the 
individual because it is apportion- 
ed among more taxpayers. 


The gross income tax is a com- 


bination of a gross sales tax and 
and income tax. It includes all oc-

income,

whether it bo from sales, salaries 
or services. Usually it is graduat- 
ed so that it does not fall too 
heavily on the lower brackets.

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APPEALS COURT IN 
IMPORTANT DECISION 


ON LIQUOR CHARGES 


MANY CONVICTIONS AND IN- 
DICTMENTS BELIEVED VOID- 


ED BY RULING 


AUSTIN, Oct. 31.—(/P)—Numer- 
ous idictments and convictions on 
Charges of violating the prohibi- 
tion laws will be overturned un- 
dor an opinion handed clown to- 
day by the Texas court of crimi- 
nal appeals. 


The court ruled that convictions 
could not be sustained on indict- 
ments that merely charged 
de- 


fendant with "possession of intoxi- 
cating liquor i'or the purposes of 
sale" and held that under the con- 
stitutional amendment authorizing 
the manufacture and sale of 3.2 al- 
coholic beverages it would be nec- 
e^ssary to specify the type of liq- 
uor and the territory, whether dry 
under local option, in which it 
was possessed. 
Under this construction it was 


anticipated many convictions at* 
ready obtained and many indict- 
ments already voted would be held 
void. 
Prior to adoption of teh amend- 


ment it was necessary only to 
charge possession of 
intoxicating 
liquors without defining the type 
of liquor or the locality in which 
the offense was committed since 
possession of all intoxicants was 
barred. 
"The changes made by the con- 
stitutional 
amendment 
render 


many of our former opinions not 
applicable at this time." the court 
in an opinion by Associate Jus- 
tice F. L. Hawkins, declared in 
reversing and dismissing the con- 
viction of Bob Off'cld in Winkler 
county. 
"To aid the indictment it must 
be assumed—which cannot be done 
—that the intoxicating liquor was 
spirituous or that it was vinous or 
malt liquor of more than 3.2 per 
cent alcohol by weight," the decis- 
ion stated. "An indictment must 
be direct and positive averments 
allege the constitutent elements of 
the offense sought to be charged." 
In its opinion the court ruled: 
1. It would be an offense to 


sell spirituous liquor anywhere in 
.Texas. 
2. It would be an offense to 


Bell vinous or malt liquor contain- 
ing more than 3.2 per cent alcohol 
by weight anywhere in the state. 
3. It would be an offense to 


Bell 3.2 per cen talcohollc bever- 
ages in dry territories. 
4. It would not be an offense 


to sell 3.2 beverages outside dry 
territories.

We want, and des- 


perately need, more mature Chris- 
tians. Our churches are overfull 
of pap-fed babes, while the strong 
and growing meat-eaters arc few. 
Perhaps there is comfort in the 


fact—though 
it 
is not 
comfort 
that is needed in this case, but 
incitement—that midgetism is not 
confined to the realm of religion. 
After a long survey of a group 
of educational institutions by a 
company of experts, it was sol- 
emnly reported recently that col- 
lege seniors were not as bright, 
alert and informed as high school 
seniors. Doubtless 
the tendency 


cracked the conventionalism and 
staid decorum of the meeting. A

In connection with the reports 


upon National Recognition Day 
for 
Sunday 
School 
Teachers, 


which are coming to me as I 
write, I have learned a lot about 
present 
religious 
conditions in 


North America. First, and most 
exhilarating, has been the vis- 
ion of those more than two mil- 
lion 
teachers 
in 
the 
Sunday 
Schools, who are a body without 
any parallel in the world. Un- 
salaried, unpraised, 
often 
criti- 


cized, they have kept on keeping 
on about their task of teaching 
the Bible through times of re- 
vival and times of religious de- 
pression. Regardless of weather, 
or the modern lure of the open 
road, they have continued, Sun- 
1 day after Sunday, their work of 
teaching their classes. 
As they 
have taught, so have they learn- 
ed; and 
today 
they 
are 
the 
strongest background force of the 
Christian churches. , 


At the same time t have learn- 
ed the general ineffectiveness of 
most employed religious workers 
—church 
federation 
secretaries, 
directors 
of religious education, 


etc. These have usually been con- 
tent 
to continue in the petty 


routine of their jobs, without ini- 
tiative, leadership or kingdom vi- 
sion. It was a sorry day when 
religion fell into the habit of hir- 
'ing a man to do the work which 
once rested on the shoulders of 
Christian 
volunteers. 
For 
one 
thing, when financial stringency 
came, easy givers ceased to give; 
and now most of the professional 
workers are desperately engross- 
ed in the task of trying to raise 
their own salaries. 


Thus we have come to a time 


of crisis unready with a leader- 
ship capable of 
assuming 
the 


new and larger tasks of kingdom 
service. The Church in Ameri- 
ca was never before so lacking in 
leaders as today. There has been 
an appalling failure in Christian 
growth. We have more organiza- 
tions than ever before, and a per- 
'lous growth of institutionalism, 
but of 
men and women 
who 


have developed into adequate ca- 
pacity for the present hour we 
see a lack that is nothing short 
of tragic. The emergency is ar- 
resting and alarming.

Over against this grim picture 


of Christians who have not grown 
up to their opportunities, we be- 
hold the r'li.iing spectacle of the 
great body of people who are 
more than ever eager for leader- 
ship. The zest .with which recog- 
nition ' day was seized upon by

overwhelmed me.

Church. The Hidden Life 


If ever a lesson was opportune, 


it is this one 
upon 
Christian 


growth. The first lesson passage 
is Luke's story of Jesus, entering 
upon 
peronal 
responsibility—be- 


coming "a son of the law"—at 
His first visit to the temple in 
Jerusalem. We hesitate before the 
insoluble problem of just when 
our 
Lord became conscious of 


His own Divine nature and mis- 
sion. We know that on this oc- 
casion He was aware that He 
must be about the things of His 
Father. So He was found in the 
Temple, 
seeking, 
questioning, 


learning. He was not there as a 
teacher, 
but as a pupil.

event was momentous to Him. 
•In spite of this high honor, and 


all that It meant to Him, we find 
the Boy Jesus returning to little 
Nazareth, subject to His parents, 
to resume the humdrum life of 
shop and home.

pregnant bit of biography: "And 
Jesus advanced in wisdom and 
stature, and in favor with God

One 
commentator 


summartzies the verse along fa- 
miliar lines: "The character of 
Christ preserved perfect balance 
between strong and tender quali- 
ties, between personal and social 
qualities, between practical 
and 


reflective attitudes. He could be 
happy alone and with other. He 
could go to a marriage feast and 
to a death chamber with equal 
grace. He was interested in mat- 
ters of health education, social 
relationships and religion." 


The Problem of Addition 
In the second passage our les- 


son, 
chosen from the writings of 
Peter, after he had become ripe 
and wise, we have Christianity's 
great lesson in addition. For, de- 
spite a misleading idea that is 
widespread, the Christian 
life Is 


not a problem in subtraction, but 
in addition. Let us have Peter's 
own words:
